
REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the multiple interviews, the last of which 
occurred February 9. During the last interview, it was agreed that claim 1 as 
amended was allowable, subject to final review by the Supervisory Examiner, if 
necessary. Dependent claims 2-15 are also allowable at least for the reasons claim 
1 is allowable and also by reciting additional features not suggested. 

It was also indicated during the interview that claims 16-18 would be 
cancelled and that an additional new claim 19 would be added identical to allowable 
claim 1 but deleting references to the separator punch (22 in Fig. 2) and the 
separations caused by that separator punch (see the punched out portion between 
the slots 19). The Examiner agreed that this independent claim 19 would also be 
allowable for the reasons claim 1 is allowable, but again subject to a final review by 
the Supervisory Examiner if necessary. 

Claims 1 and 19 are allowable at least for reasons pointed out in the previous 
remarks of Amendment A and which were again reiterated during the telephone 
conferences. 

Allowance of the case is respectfully requested.
